Governor A Ivan T. Fuller Wednes­ 
day night refused executive clemency 
to Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van­ 
zetti, sentenced to death for the m ur­ 
der of a shoe factory pay master and 
his guard in South Braintree, 
April 
15, 1920. 
The governor’s decision, announced 
a t 11:25 concluded with these words: 
“As a result of my investigation 1 
find no 
sufficient 
justification 
for 
executive intervention. 
“I believe with the jury , that these 
men, Sacco and Vanzetti, were guilty 
and that they had a fair trial. I fur­ 
thermore believe that there was no 
justifiable reason for giving them a 
new trial.” 
“I-realized, at the outset, that there 
were many sober minded 
and con­ 
scientious men and women who were 
genuinely troubled about the guilt or 
innocence 
of the 
accused 
and the 
fairness of the trial. 
“I believe that I could best reassure 
these 
honest doubters by 
having a 
committee 
Cbnduct 
an investigation 
fairly independent of mine, their re­ 
port to be made to me and to be of 
help in reaching correct conclusions. 
“The inquiry that I have conduct­ 
ed has had to do with the following 
quests.. • 
Was the jury trial fair? 
Were the at .sed entitled to a new 
trial? Are they guilty or not guilty ? 
As to the first question, complaint 
has been made 
that the defendants 
were 
prosecuted 
and convicted 
be­ 
cause they were anarchists. 
“As a m atter of fact, the issue of 
anarchy was brought in by them as 
an explanation 
of their 
suspicions 
conduct. 
“ 1 have consulted with every mem­ 
ber of the jury now alive, 11 in num­ 
ber. 
They considered the judge fair; 
that he gave them no indication of 
his own opinion in the case. 
“I see no evidence of prejudice in 
his conduct of the trail. 
“The allegation has been made that 
conditions in the 
court room 
were 
prejudicial 
to 
the 
accused. 
After 
careful inquiry of the jury and others 
I find no evidence to support this al­ 
legation. 
“I find 
the jurors 
were 
thoroly 
honest men and that they were re­ 
luctant to find those men guilty , but 
were forced to do so on the evidence. 
“The charge of the judge was sat­ 
isfactory to the counsel 
for the ac­ 
cused and no exceptions were taken 
to it. 
The supreme judicial court for 
the 
commonwealth 
has 
considered 
such of the more than 250 exceptions 
taken during the course of the trial 
as counsel for the accused 
chose to 
argue and overruled 
them all, 
thus 
establishing that 
the 
proceedings 
were without legal flaw. 
“I have read the record and exam­ 
ined* many 
witnesses and 
the jury 
men to see from a lay man’s 
stand­ 
point whether the trial 
was fairly 
conducted. 
I am convinced 
that it 
was. 
'‘I give no weight to the Madeiros 
confession. 
It is popularly supposed 
he 
confessed 
to committing 
this 
crime. 
In his testimony 
to me he 
could not recall 
the details 
or de­ 
scribe the neighborhood. 
He further 
more stated that the government had 
double crossed him and he proposes 
to double cross the government. 
A criminal case which has echoed 
thruout the world 
gan when Fred­ 
erick A. Parmenter, pay master at the 
shoe factory of the Slater & Morrill 
Co., 
in 
South 
Braintree, 
Massa­ 


chusetts, and 
his guard, 
Alexander 
Berardelli, were shot to death at the 
factory April 15, 1920. 
Bandits who 
had driven to the factory in an auto- 
moblie seized the factory pay roll of 
several thousand dollars, which Par­ 
menter had brought 
from 
a bank, 
and escaped. 
Sacco and 
Vanzetti 
entered 
the 
case with their arrest on charges of 
murder May 5, 1920. 
Almost imme­ 
diately there 
started the efforts 
to 
spring about their liberation, which 
bring about their liberation, which 
I and extended to Europe, Central and 
South America.

There occurred a series of demon­ 
strations in 
foreign 
countries 
by 
sy mpathizers with 
Sacco and Van­ 
zetti, some of them accompanied 
by 
the placing of bombs in the vicinity 
of the American embassies. 
Before his indictment for murder 
V anzetti' had been convicted of the 
attempted robbery of a shoe factory 
pay m aster in Bridgewater 
and sen­ 
tenced to a term of 12 to 15 y ears.

Lumbang oil trees, a different 
species of the tung oil tree, flourish 
in the Philippines -and Hawaiian 
Islands, but no sy stematic attempt 
has y et been made to collect the 
crop.

Although some manufacturers give 
special Instructions for washing the 
finish of their cars, a thorough knowl- 
•dgc of correct washing principles Is 
.lestrous for every ear owner. 


It’s S im p le , b u t— 
Washing an automobile is simple, 
vet tile finish of mu tty a car has boon 
dulled and scratched by carelessness 
in washing. 
Never wipe off the dust 
or mud without first flushing off the 
car body with m stream of water. The 
water removes much of the foreign 
matter so thai it cannot Herat ch the 
finish in later washing operation* 
After tin sill ny, go over the body 
with a sponge and a stream of water. 
It** sure that the frater runs freely 
through the sponge to carry aw ay the 
dirt. 
Wash the sponge frequently, 
and use it gently. Very cold or very 
hot water should not be u-ed— a luke­ 
warm tem perature is be.*r. 
-After the w ashing operation, a soft 
cloth or cham ois should be used to dry 
the finish.
